1/3/17 Matters arising 

1/12/16 

a) The short Dig Appleby article for CWAAS has been published in the newsletter.

Martin R explained that he has permission to carry out geophysics on a field adjacent to Scattergate. 
Depending upon results, it may be possible to test pit here in April/May. There is also some land for 
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sale at the top of Shaw's Wiend which contain buildings on the 1754 map. This may be a possibility 
too and he agreed to follow this up. 

Carol explained that the palaeography group would not continue in the present form. Chris and Ruth 
will probably continue with the transcription of more documents, while Barbara would like to 
continue with specific documents already transcribed, for example the disputed election. Carol 
herself would prefer to concentrate on the map of Appleby which shows burgage plots and try to tie 
them to specific people. Phyl wished to continue looking at the Civil War period, for example the 
impact of the law requiring citizens to care for injured soldiers. Carol said that she would be happy to 
carry on as co-ordinator but that regular meetings of the whole group would not continue to be 
held. 

Richard said that none of the ongoing activities need be constrained by the demands of the Project, 
in fact, it was one of the aims of the Project to start people off on their own research. 

Carol said that Barbara had some pictures of her house, when it was being re-thatched as well as 
some samples of the materials used and would be happy to loan these for the Project display . 

Martin R said that he would try to co-ordinate the Project display with the Festival of Archaeology, 
which took place in the 2 nd and 3 rd weeks in July. The collared urn could then be displayed at the 
same time. He said that he would check the booking with the TIC. (Martin R) Richard said that he 
would need to check with HLF since strictly speaking the Festival was beyond the end of the Project 
which finishes on 30 th June. (Richard) 

Richard also said that he would need to check if we had made any other promises in the application 
which we had not yet considered. (Richard)
